If through modosty he should sub- 
mit for the time being to the will of the 
people, as it has been expressed, and at- 
tend to his private business, he may after 
awhile rise in public estimation. Tbe 
American people, while favoring prose 
cut ion, never take kindly to persecution, 
and Colonel Breckinridge might, through 
discreet conduct and a life of pi Viiety- 
change the current in his favoi Tufa
